“Duplexes cannot be allowed to 
be built in Wilmington,” according 
to a zoning bylaw, said DePasquale 
emphatically. He pointed out that he 
and many other residents want true 
scattered sites which could best be 
achieved by single family homes. 

Selectman Gerald Brooks of 
North Reading felt that state law 
supercedes local zoning, though 
there was some confusion on both 
sides as to the interpretation of the 
law. 

In any case, said Brooks, "! will 
push this as far as I can, even if it 
means going to court.” 

Wilmington selectmen were 
determined too. Most agreed 
vocally they would stand by the 
present lots so that they in no way 
would ize the 32 units of 
elderly housing tied in with the 
funding package. 

Bob Cain, Wilmington selectman, 
seemed angry when he made the 
pointed observation that the North 
Reading board wouldn't be at the 
meeting if the homes were being 
built by a private developer rather 
than the WHA. 

In fact, added Buckley, she had 
heard from a neighbor that 10 
private homes were slated to be 
built on the North Reading side, 
though Brooks thought they were 
slated for the Wilmington side of 
the line.

His publishing firm made 
money, Seward alo, but 
he was not all y, 
since he found many people to be 
“long on promises and short on 
delivery,” so he turned to 
management consulting, in the 
late 1930s, until his retirement. 

He moved to Winchester 16 
years ago, after the death of his 
wife, to be near his daughter, 
social worker Elizabeth Seward 
Ellis, and his grandchildren.

General Billy Howe never 
intended to make a frontal attack on 
those Yankee farmers, entrenched 
on Bunker Hill. He was the senior 
major general in the British Army 
in Boston, and he had a lot of 
military experience. 

Billy was a person who was well 
known to the Americans. He and his 
brothers George and Dick had 
served many years in America, and 
when George was killed near 
Ticonderoga there were Americans 
who put up funds to erect a 
monument to him, in Britain. 

Over six feet tall, a man with 
snapping black eyes, William Howe 
was a man of demonstrated 
courage. It was he who had led 24 
volunteers up the cliffs of Quebec, 
in September 1759, to overpower 
the French Troops stationed at the 
top. That was the beginning of the 
battle on the Plains of Abraham, the 
battle which ended 100 years of 
French and Indian terror, in New 
England. That battle made Canada a 
British colony 


He regularly sided with the 
“friends of America,” in England, 
people who were opposed to the 
policies of King George III. Howe 
did not come to America as an 
enemy. The king had proclaimed 
that he was as willing to extend the 
olive branch as the sword, and 
William Howe hoped he was the 
person who could do that. 

All of a sudden, on June 17, 1775, 
he had to put aside his hoped for 
diplomatic role, and as a senior 
major general, take command of 
the British soldiers being sent to a 
place called Charlestown, where 
Americans were entrenched on top 
of a hill over looking Boston 
Harbor. 

Three regiments were there, 
commanded by Colonel William 
Prescott, Two were from 
Middlesex County, and one from 
Essex County. The Americans, 
about 900, had been digging since 
about midnight, and they had an 
entrenchment about 160 feet long, 
and 80 feet wide, with carefully 
packed earthworks and fascines. 


Howe did not wai 
circumstances because he was unable to 


to order a frontal att: 


One of those regiments was 
commanded by Colonel Ebenezer 
Bridge. He was the Billerica 
Minuteman who had commanded at 
Meriam's Corner in Concord on 
the 19th of April. Many men who 
had been with him in Concord were 
now with him on June 17, 1775, in 
the redoubt at Bunker Hill. 

His was the smallest of the three 
regiments. It had only nine 
companies instead of 10. Three of 
those companies were, that day, on 
detached duty. 

The British Army had to clear 
those men out of that earthwork 
before Billy Howe could offer an 
olive branch to the Americans. 

The soldiers Howe was to 
command were transported by 
boats of the Royal Navy from 
Boston. Two trips were needed, to 
take those soldiers to a place called 
Morton's Point in Charlestown. 

Morton's Point had a small hill, 
named Morton's Hill. It was the 
smallest of three hills in 
Charlestown. There the British 
were being assembled. 

Half a mile away was Breed’s 
Hill, soon to be called Bunker Hill, 
and with the Yankee entrenchment 
‘Still further away was Bunker's 


forton’s Hill had sts advantages, 
as a place from which to launch an 
assault, and William Howe was a 
master of light infantry tactics. 

He believed in encircling an 
enemy, and in attacking where he 
was not expected. He did not want 
to make a frontal attack on those 
Americans if any other means was 
available. 

His soldiers were to be mustered 
as if preparing for such an attack 
That would take the attention of the 
Americans, while other things 
happened. 

Billy Howe planned to send his 10 
“eldest” companies to the right, up 
the banks of the Mystic River and 
attack the Americans from the rear. 
Fifteen minutes of such an attack 
would suffice. Then he could 
march his men to the American 
headquarters in Cambridge. 

Howe went on board the principal 
battleship of the Royal Navy which 
was at Charlestown, HMS

k, but was forced to do so under the 
lack the shores of the Mystic River. 


Somerset, to confer with the 
admiral commanding. He wanted to 
send a ship up the Mystic River, to 
bombard the Americans from the 
rear. HMS Somerset was a well 
named vessel, ideal for such a 
purpose. 

Admiral Samuel Graves, the 
commanding admiral, was on 
board the Somerset. He was in 
command of all the ships of the 
Royal Navy, from Halifax to 
Georgia. He had been in Boston for 
about 14 months. He commanded 
battleships, and smaller vessels, 
down to sloops and schooners. 

All of them, it can be noted, were 
undermanned. That was to be 
expected of course. Ships were only 
fully manned in times of war. 

Graves was distantly related to 
one of the men who had visited the 
Land of Nod, in what is now North 
Wilmington, sometime about 1645. 
The Town of Charlestown had 
given the land to 10 of its most 
prominent citizens and, an Admiral 
Graves was one of them. 

If Billy Howe did not know 
Admiral Samuel Graves well, he 
learned about that officer in the 
next few minutes. 

Admiral Graves, during his 14 
months in Boston, was to be 
described as a bully and a grafter, 
He had three nephews who were 
lieutenants in the Royal Navy, 
serving on ships in Boston. The 
admiral was constantly arguing 
with his captains that those nephews 
deserved more promotion. 

His wife was present in Boston. It 
was her belief that the wife of the 
commanding admiral should be the 
first lady of the Province of 
Massachusetts Bay in New England. 
Wasn't the Royal Navy the senior 
service, superior to the Army? 

Between Mrs. Graves and Mrs. 
Gage, the wife of the governor and 
general there was no love lost 
Admiral Graves supported his wife 
wholeheartedly. 

He was too busy, it seemed, to 
have time for ordinary routine 
feats of seamanship. His ship was 
anchored only about 100 yards 
from the place where the waters of 
the Mystic River joined those of 
Boston Harbor, yet never, in that

year in Boston had he thought of 
surveying the Mystic River, to see 
if ships could go there. Now 
General Howe was on his ship. 
Graves was being requested to 


- send ships up the Mystic River, to 


bombard those Americans from the 
rear. His ships would probably go 
aground if he were to try such a 
tactic. Graves could not assent. 

Billy Howe could only shrug his 
shoulders. In the British way of 
doing things the admirals took their 
orders from London. Local 
generals could issue no orders to 
the Navy. 

Tt was about this time that Colonel 
John Stark, with about 800 tough 
New Hampshire men marched over 
Bunker Hill. The regiment went 
down toward the Mystic River and 
began to fortify a rail fence. 

Colonel Stark had served in 
Rogers Rangers, in the French and 
Indian War. Rogers was a 
remarkable man, a person who 
instilled military knowledge into 
his officers. 

Stark looked over the 
embankment and at the river. 
There, eight feet below, as a beach. 
It was a way for British troops to 
march to the rear of the Americans, 
entirely unseen. 

Quickly Stark ordered 200 men 
to break up a stonewall, and build a 
new one on the beach, from the 
embankment to the water. He laid 
the men down, in three ranks, 
behind that wall. Stark then went 
out and drove a stake into the 
ground, about 40 yards from the 
wall. His orders were that no one 
was to fire a shot until the British 
had passed that stake, and then 
everyone was to fire low. 

Having the men in three ranks, 
instead of the regular two, was 
something Stark had learned from 
Rogers. It increased the fire power. 
Each rank would fire in turn and 
then load, but there would not be 
the long gaps between volleys. 
Rogers had written of this and 
Stark knew it. 

Billy Howe prepared the soldiers, 
in Jong lines, to march against the 
redoubt. The first rank was light 
infantry. The second was 
grenadiers, and the third regular 
infantry. There was to be a’slow 
march, against the redoubt on the 
hill. 

The march started. When the line 
was about a quarter of a mile from 
th redoubt the light infantry, in the 
front rank, filed off to the right, 
and down to the beach. From there 


the light infantry quickened its 
pace. It became the flying column 
which was to destroy those New 
Hampshire men, on that beach, 
behind that stone wall. 

For the past 30 years British 
bayonets had swept the enemy 
before them. It was reasonable to 
think it would happen now. 

Three hundred and fifty soldiers, 
the pick of Billy Howe's army, 
surged forward. They passed the 
stake which had been driven into 
the ground. 

There was a roar as the New 
Hampshire farmers fired. The 
front two ranks, Welsh Fusiliers, 
fell, smashed by the one-ounce balls 
of that first volley. 

Other British charged through 
and over those dead soldiers. The 
second rank of New Hampshire 
men fired. Again British soldiers 
fell, this time men of the Kings 
Own Regiment. 
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Behind them othér soldiers 
surged forward. The Americans 
had fired two volleys. Now was the 
time for the bayonet! 

But, unheard of, came a third 
volley. The impossible had 
happened on that beach of the 
Mystic River. And, by this time the 
front rank of the New Hampshire 
men had reloaded their guns, and 
were ready for another volley. 

Ghastly holes were torn into the 
lines of the British. It was too much 
to face-that fire. William Howe's 
light infantry urned and fled. 

‘Ninety-six men were dead before 
that stone barricade on the beach. 

Howe suddenly found himself in a 
Position in which the only thing he 
could do was the one thing he did 
not want to do. That was to make a 
direct attack, on the Yankee 
redoubt on top of the hill. 

Grimly he gave the order. 
“Attack all along the line.” 

Admiral Samuel Graves, of the 
Royal Navy had left him with no 
alternative. 

‘Admiral John Byng was executed 
by a firing squad, on the deck of 
HMS Monarque, for failure to give 
proper aid to a British force, in 
Minorca. That execution took place 


in Portsmouth, England, on the 
14th of March 1757. Winston 
Churchill later said it was “to 
encourage” the other admirals. 

But Samuel Graves never 
suffered that fate. f 

Samuel Graves, just like every 
officer of the Royal Navy, knew of 
the fate of Admiral Byng. 

After the death of those light 
infantrymen, on the-beach of the 
Mystic River Admiral Graves 
suddenly became a very helpful 
man. He went ashore and offered 
all kinds of help to the commanding 
general. 

But the tides had changed. No 
longer could he easily get a ship or 
boats into the Mystic River and 
behind the American barricades. 

Howe had committed himself to a 
frontal attack. “The admiral was a 
little late in changing his mind. 

‘The important thing, though, for 
Admiral Samuel Graves, was that 
he was able to report how he went 
ashore, and offered all kinds of 
assistance to the commanding 
general. That would be very handy 
evidence, if there was a general 
court martial, with charges similar 
to those of which Admiral Byng 
had been found guilty. 


The first 15 minutes 
of battle 


Bunker Hill. That's the place 
where British troops marched up a 
hill, toward a redoubt full of 
Americans, and a lot were 
slaughtered. They reformed, and 
marched up again, to again suffer 
the same fate. 

Tt wasn't until the third time, 
when the Americans had no more 
ammunition that the British were 
able to conquer, and drive the 
Americans out of their redoubt 

Well, sort of. 

But that’s not the whole story. 
That story does not tell of the New 
Hampshire men under the 
command of Colonel Stark. Those 
New Hampshire soldiers had the 
first 15 minutes of fighting, and it 
was an importqant part of the 
battle. 


That story, too, does not tell 
about the British Admiral, in 
command of the ships of the Royal 
Navy in Boston, and the thing that 
he did not do. He lost the battle, 
some say, for the British, because 
he did not know how deep the water 
was in the Mystic River. 

After the Revolutionary War was 
over American  shipbuilders 
constructed ships in Medford, and 
took them to see by the existing 
channels of the Mystic River. After 
the war, too, and up to about 100 
years ago (or maybe less) deep 
laden lumber schooners from 


Maine went up the Mystic River to 
unload lumber in Medford. 

Admiral Samuel Graves di dnot 
know of that channel, which started 
only a few feet from where his 
flagship was anchored - or so it 
seemsdd. 

There are three stories. 
Onecomes from “The Story of 
Bunker Hill" by Thomas J. 
Fleming. Fleming spent a lot of 
time checking diaries and local 
reports of the battle, His account 
can tell more of what some of the 
soldiers did than any other. It is his 
account which is the base of this 
story.in the Town Crier. 

A second version comes from 
“The Battle of Bunker's Hill” by 
John R, Elting. In one sense it is the 
official version, the onet hat has 
been accepted by the National Park 
Service. Elting does not accept the 
story that Admiral Graves did not 
do his»part in the battle. 

A third version, Britis! 
“Dictionary of National 
Biography” published by the 
Oxford University Press. That 
volume blames “an incapable 
government at home (that) makes 
Graves responsible for the hopeless 
state of affairs” in Boston. 

The reader is invited to read of 
the first fighting, and of the 
non-assistance given the British 
Army, by the ships of the Royal 
Navy, at the Battle of Bunker Hill.
